UNION CALLS STOKE 
BALLOT FOR COUNCIL 

STAFF CONSIDER ACTION ON WORKING CONDITIONS 


Union leaders in Northamp¬ 
tonshire have called a strike 
ballot over plans which could 
see council workers forced to 
take unpaid holiday. 

Officials at Northamptonshire 
County Council have been 
in talks with unions about 
changes to workers’ terms 
and conditions for more than 
a year. 

The changes include sick 
pay being scrapped for the 
first three days of any illness 
and pay rises being frozen. 

Staff could also be asked 
to take up to four days unpaid 
holiday a year. 

Steve Bennett, from the 
county branch of Unison, said 
a strike ballot would now be 
held in response to the chang¬ 
es. 

He said: “Staff are busting a 
gut to keep services running, 
but the council rewards them 
with worse terms. 

“I urge the council to return 


to talks and withdraw from 
imposing new terms. 

“There are no guarantees 
these contractual changes will 
prevent further job cuts and 
staff are right to reject them.” 

But a council spokeswom¬ 
an argued 92 per cent of staff 
had ‘consented to the chang¬ 
es’, which were implemented 
at the beginning of this month. 

She said: “There are no easy 
answers to the financial chal¬ 
lenges we’re facing. 

“But by saving £4 million a 
year on our employment costs, 
we’ll avoid further redundan¬ 
cies and direct pay cuts as well 
as helping safeguard budgets 
for front-line services. 

“We’ve been negotiating for 
more than a year with the un¬ 
ions, but unfortunately there’s 
no avoiding the need to reduce 
our employment costs.” 

She added that the county 
council hoped union mem¬ 
bers would not vote to take 
strike action.

Businesses fear trade 
setback over doubts on 
blaze site’s future 


Businesses in Bridge Street, 
Northampton, fear they have 
suffered a massive setback to 
hopes of normal trading, after 
tenants of the derelict former 
Angel Hotel went into admin¬ 
istration. 

The Fat Cat Cafe Bar chain, 
which occupied half of the 
fire-scarred building, has 
gone into administration leav¬ 
ing the premises with an un¬ 
clear future. 

Restaurant owners, hair¬ 
dressers and tailors who had 
been hoping for renovation 
work to proceed quickly so 
two-way traffic could be rein¬ 
stated to the street, said they 
were now in despair. 

Mohammed Ahmin, direc¬ 
tor of The Royal Bengal restau¬ 
rant, said: “I’m getting quite 
concerned now that there is 


no tenant to push the work 
forward. 

“The fact is nobody seems 
to be interested in the White 
Orchid, the snooker hall or 
the shut down kebab shop and 
they haven’t been gutted by a 
massive fire. 

“What are the chances of 
the landlord impressing a 
fresh tenant now?” 

Business owners said they 
have been losing trade be¬ 
cause temporary traffic re¬ 
strictions - imposed because 
half the road is being occupied 
by safety hoarding around the 
damaged building - made vis¬ 
iting Bridge Street difficult. 

Nicholas Edwards, of busi¬ 
ness advisory firm, Cooper 
Parry, has been appointed ad¬ 
ministrator of the company, 
which he said was affected by 
poor trading at some of its n

outlets nationwide. 

Mr Edwards said the long¬ 
term future of the building 
remained in the hands of the 
landlord, who the Chron un¬ 
derstands resides in Ireland. 

But he said he could not of¬ 
fer much short-term hope for 
Bridge Street businessmen. 

He said: “It is fairly early 
days and we’re not quite sure 
what this means for the North¬ 
ampton building. 

“From our point of view, it 
is very unlikely that it will ever 


re-open as a Fat Cats.” 

David Mackintosh, lead¬ 
er of Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “I am very 
concerned as Fat Cats was a 
much- loved venue on Bridge 
Street. 

“We have been in touch 
with the administrators and 
are also seeking an urgent 
meeting with the building 
owners to find out further in¬ 
formation. 

“But the repairs on Bridge 
Street remain a key priority 
for the borough council to 
help local businesses and to 
re-open a key route into the 
town.” 

The Bridge Street premises 
has been shut since January 2, 
2012 when a fire, later found to 
have been started accidentally 
by roofers, ripped through the 
former Angel Hotel building.

Fire-hit family who 
lost all want answers 


Afather-of-four who lost 
three cars and his house in 
an arson attack in Northamp¬ 
ton, said his family were still 
desperate to find out who was 
responsible for the crime. 
Firefighters were called 
to Gary Pickett’s home in 
Fieldgate Close, Wootton, on 
February 21 after his daugh¬ 
ter’s BMW car, parked on the 
drive, was deliberately set 
alight. 

When the car’s braking sys¬ 
tem failed in the blaze, it then 
rolled into the wooden garage 
door, which then spread the 
fire to the rest of the property 
and two other cars parked out¬ 
side the house. 

Two months on from the 
devastating fire, which de¬ 
stroyed almost £50,000 of pos¬ 
sessions in the family home 
where he was living with his 
wife Sue, pregnant daughter 
Georgina, aged 21, and son 
Michael, aged 11, Mr Pickett 
said he was still no closer to 
finding out who started the 
fire. 

He said: “We would dearly 



love to find the people respon¬ 
sible. 

“If somebody was caught 
for this crime it would make 
a difference to us. 

“We don’t know if it was a 
prank that went wrong. 

“The person who set fire to 
the car may not have realised 
that it was going to roll into 
the garage and set fire to the 
house. 

“Someone must know 
something and we would urge 
that person to come forward.” 


To add to the devastating 
aftermath of dealing with the 
fire, Mr Pickett has also had to 
deal with the news that he was 
under-insured by more than 
£60,000. 

Mr Pickett said: “We are 
having to project manage the 
rebuild of our house ourselves 
due to the cost. 

“I would urge everyone to 
check their insurance policy 
and make sure they are cov¬ 
ered.” 

But Mr Pickett, who also

has two other children, Sam, 
aged 24, and James, aged 19, 
said he had been comforted 
by the reaction of the Wootton 
community, including Cather¬ 
ine Dean, of Catherine’s Cas¬ 
tles, and Jacqui Barrick, from 
Wootton Wellspring Chris¬ 
tian Allsorts, who organised 
a fund-raising event for the 
family which collected more 
than £800. 

Pupils at Caroline 
Chisholm School, who are 
friends of Michael, also raised 
£170 to help replace some of 
the toys he lost in the fire. An¬ 


other £500 has been donated 
to the family via a fund-raising 
group set up on Facebook. 

He said: “It does give you 
hope and faith in people when 
you see the local community 
pull together like this in a such 
a difficult time for us.” 

• A £2,000 reward has 
been set up for anyone who 
comes forward with infor¬ 
mation which leads to a 
conviction of the arsonist re¬ 
sponsible for the fire at the 
Pickett’s home. 

Mr Pickett said he hoped 
the reward would help en¬ 


courage anyone who knew 
the identity of the arsonist to 
come forward. 

He said: “You can’t begin to 
understand what it feels like 
to lose your house and three 
cars in a fire unless you have 
experienced it.” 

Although, he is pleased 
the fire service put out the 
blaze,Mr Pickett said he had 
been unhappy with the initial 
response time. 

Mr Pickett said he believed 
if the fire service had got to his 
address quicker they could 
have prevented the flames

A group of 50 couples has 
been forced to find a different 
venue for their wedding re¬ 
ception after the administra¬ 
tors of a Northampton hotel 
announced it was shutting 
down at the end of June.

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Cobblers expansion 
bid all set to begin

Proposals to expand the Cob¬ 
blers stadium and redevelop 
land around Sixfields are 
finally on the verge of becom¬ 
ing a reality. 

For years, Northampton 
Town FC has been in talks 
with Northampton Borough 
Council and the Government’s 
regeneration body, the Homes 
and Communities Agency 
(HCA), about plans to rede¬ 
velop land around Sixfields. 

In July last year, the 
scheme took a major step for¬ 
ward when the council, the 
football club and the HCA 
agreed to push ahead with the 
development. 

Now, Cobblers chairman, 
David Cardoza, has said pro¬ 
posals which would see the 
club’s ground undergo a ma¬ 
jor expansion are only weeks 
away. 

He said: “It’s all ready to go. 
I’ve got one or two partners 
that I’m looking to work with 
and that’s taking two or three 
months longer than I would 
have wanted. But I’m pretty 


confident things will start 
happening in the next month 
or two.” 

Last year, the council 
backed the development of a 
large section of land stretch¬ 
ing from the site of the current 
athletics track, next to the sta¬ 
dium, over to Weedon Road. 

It is believed plans for the 
land would now see a mixture 


of houses and shops built, 
with money from the develop¬ 
ment going to both the football 
club and the borough council. 

Mr Cardoza said “We’d use 
the money to put back into 
the stadium. At the very least, 
we’d turn the East Stand into 
the main stand. That would in¬ 
clude the club’s offices, corpo¬ 
rate boxes and hospitality to

Tenants'plea to move 
over ‘bedroom tax’ 



Campaigners against the‘bedroom tax’protested in Northampton town 
centre last Saturday 


More than 200 council 
tenants in Northampton have 
asked to move into smaller 
homes as a result of the so- 
called'bedroom tax’. 

Figures released by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
showed 1,200 people lived 
in council homes with spare 
rooms. 

Of those, 218 have asked 
the council to re-home them 
in smaller properties, instead 
of facing a reduction in hous¬ 
ing benefits. 

The council’s cabinet 
member for housing, Coun¬ 
cillor Mary Markham {Con, 
Obelisk), said she was pleased 
with the number. 

She said: “With the pres¬ 
sures we have on social hous¬ 
ing, and with vulnerable 
families waiting to be homed, 
it’s only right that people 
should not take more space 
than they need. 

“If they want the luxury of 
more space, they should pay 
for it like everyone else.” 

Indicating her support for 


the ‘bedroom tax’, she add¬ 
ed: “Hard-working taxpayers 
have to make tough choices 
of their own about what sort 
of property they can afford to 
live in, and they should not pay 
for what is effectively a benefit 
subsidy for empty rooms. 

“However, where people 


have a genuine need for extra 
rooms, we will be sympathetic 
and take their circumstances 
into consideration.” 

Protesters still maintain 
their opposition, however and 
several protested outside All 
Saints Church in Northamp¬ 
ton last Saturday.

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ROAD TEST- MITSUBISHI MIRAGE 31.2 

Space, style and great value

They’re a posh lot, buyers of 
small cars from Mitsubishi. 
Where you’d expect people to 
head for the cheaper end of 
the range, this lot head up the 
pricelist. 

Which means Mitsubishi 
thinks almost the dearest ver¬ 
sion of its dinky new five-door 
Mirage will be the best seller. 
Which won’t do profits any 
harm. 

The UK arm of Mitsubishi has 
budgeted for around 4,000 
Mirage sales this year, but is 
able to more than double that 
figure if demand calls for more 
deliveries from the new facto¬ 
ry in Thailand. 

And it might just do better 
than the lower figure, with a 
car that grows on you the fur¬ 
ther you drive it. 

It also costs less than the list 
price, with £1,000 off all ver¬ 
sions, billed as a ‘launch’ 
incentive, except that Mit¬ 
subishi is content to keep dis¬ 
counting for as long it seems 
to help sales. 

If first appearances count 
(and they decidedly do), then 
the Mirage looks mildly mid¬ 
dle aged, even in its youth, and 
nothing like as rakish and an¬ 
gular as rivals from, say Kia. 
It shares the same conserva¬ 
tive, gently jelly mould lines 
of a close competitor, Nissan’s 
Micra. 

But Mitsubishi may have been 
thinking more deeply than 
mere surface gloss. 


The Mirage is so light and slips 
through the air with such ease 
that it positively sips petrol 
and its exhaust is so clean that 
all versions cost nothing to tax 
and laugh at the London con¬ 
gestion charge. 

There are four models, start¬ 
ing with a £8,999 (list price) 1.0 
litre version expected to take 
only a tiny proportion of sales. 
Almost everyone will opt for 
the 1.2 litre Mirage that comes 
with more power, but uses 
scarcely any more fuel and is 


better equipped. 

An automatic (£12,999) tops 
the Mirage tables and looks a 
winner for confirmed town¬ 
ies, who will enj oy the lack of a 
clutch, while still paying noth¬ 
ing in tax or to move around 
the capital in their own set of 
wheels. 

The car’s lightness (half the 
weight of a Mondeo estate, for 
instance) doesn’t mean a com- 
promise on interior space, 
where a six-footer can sit in 
reasonable comfort behind a 


similarly lanky driver. 

The modest boot expands 
in the usual way, thanks to a 
split/fold rear seat. 

The lack of bulk translates into 
peppy performance, although 
the trip computer on the test 
car got nowhere near the 
quoted 65mpg, with 50.5mpg 
showing after a mildly spirit¬ 
ed drive that took in town and 
country and fast main road 
work too. 

That’s not bad, and more a re¬ 
flection on the legally-bound 


daftness of the official figures 
the car makers have to de¬ 
clare. 

Checking the car’s group 18 
insurance rating, I was sur¬ 
prised to discover it’s much 
higher than a rival Nissan 
Micra, at group five, or a Hy¬ 
undai iio at group 12. 

It is, however, expected to 
keep a little more of its value 
over the competition as the 
years tick by. 

You’ll need to find an extra 
£420 if you want your Mirage

in any colour other than solid 
white; all the other hues are 
extra cost metafiles or pearl- 
escent finishes. 

No quibbles about what comes 
as standard on the top Mirage 
3, though, with automatic air 
conditioning, front and rear 
parking peepers, alloy wheels 
and front fog lamps as stand¬ 
ard. 

Even so, I might be tempted to 
save £1,000 and take a Mirage 
2, which is far from a poverty 
spec itself.
